The greater ! the 
nuinber of birds kept upon any farm 
or plot of iground, and the more they 
lire crowded together, the more impor- 
tant are the measures for excluding, 
eradicating, and preventing' the devel- 
opment of the causes of disease.

try the fowls should be removed from 
the poultry yard and a good coating 
of freshly slaked lime should be ap- 
plied to the entire surf.uce of the 
ground, according to the bulletin. Af- 
ter a few days it should be plowed and 
then cultivated three or four times at 
interval:; of a week and finally sowed 
with oats, rye or other grain.

HORRIBLE CATASTROPHE KILLS 


TROOPS 


By United Press 


Brest, April 17—Twelve American 


and eight French soldiers were killed

plan to kill them. The greater ! the 
number of birds kept upon any farm 
or plot of ;ground, and the more they 
lire crowded together, the more impor- 
tant are the measures for excluding, 
eradicating, and preventing' the devel- 
opment of. the causes of; disease.

When disease appears among poul; 


try the fowls should be removed from 
the poultry yard and a good coating 
of freshly slaked lime should be ap- 
plied to the entire surface of the 
ground, according to the bulletin. Af- 
ter a few days it should be plowed and 
then cultivated three or four times at 
interval:; of a week and finally sowed 
with oats, rye or other grain. It is 
best to leave the ground unoccupied by 
Cowls until the winter has passed.
